R John McAaslan, Baille of Glasgow, 
told the Y's Men's Club this week 
sufficient about the way his city is run 
by ita elected Corporation to give the 
Hongkong Government, net to mention 
the public here, cnuse lo ponder.

Paint Brushes Need Pampering 


By Bob Scharff 


T do a paint job at home, 
you must use a professtonal 
tool -a good) brush, If well 
cared for, a good brush will last 
for years and will do a 
smoother Job casicr than a 
cheap brush. 

When a now brush fs pur- 
chased tt should be broken in 
before you use it Stand the new 
brush in raw linseed oll for aot 
Jenst 12 hours. When ready to 
use, remove all the ofl from the 
bristles. This can be done by 
pressing the flat side of the 
brush agninst n wire fastened 
across the top of the palnt pot. 
Then, with the handle between 
the palms of both hands, twirl 
the brush to throw off the = re- 
maining ofl. 

Original Shape 

Straighten the bristles and 
smooth them back to thelr 
originnl shape, Ready for use, 
the brush now has a protective 
oil coating which allows the 
paint to flow through it more 
easily, and It can be cleaned 
more readily. 

After the job has been com- 
pleted and the brush ts to be 
put nway, clean it thoroughly 
in the proper cleaning fluid. 
Brushes used in oll paints, 
enamels or vanish should do 
cleaned in turpentine, while 
those used in shellac must be
